This two-record set of poetry reading is made up of 
500 rhymed quatrains. CREATION is set in old- 
fashioned poetry with rhyme, rhythm, and form; but 
is more than just poetry in that it tells a story how 
the universe was formed. It gives a unified cosmologi- 
cal theory, that is presented in a time framework. The 
listener is taken along in story fashion from the begin- 
ning of nebula to present time. 

It answers philosophical and scientific questions 
like: how matter was formed? what is light? how are 
stars formed? what is the shape of the universe? But 
mainly CREATION is presented in a way that shows 
how the universe evolves, so that the listener develops 
a picture how it unfolds, so he can fill in the details 
for himself. The story builds a picture without bur- 
dening a person down with a lot of isolated facts. 

It starts by describing how matter was formed, 
then it describes a nebula, and then stars; as in this 
quatrain. 

'Twas stars of red and blue and yellow, too; 

And some did shine so bright in white, 

And some did wink each week with a tattoo, 

A Cepheid that blinks its light. 

The systems of stars, galaxies, are described to 
show the overall unity of creation. It includes the 
religious reality by showing how God is a part of the 
creative process. The CREATION poem is presented 
in a time sequence with dates of important events, 
like this quatrain about our Sun. 

It was a fragment from our Nebula, 

So that was how our Sun was born. 

And so our Sun is just a granula 

From nebula that has been torn. 


The recent space probes have focused an interest 
on the planets in our solar system. The scientific data 
obtained by the space probes gave us more concrete 
information about the planets, but they have elimi- 
nated many theories on the origin of the solar system. 
There is now needed a theory that fits the new facts 
about the planets. The CREATION poem takes you 
back when the solar system was formed and step by 
step shows how it evolved. 

The final one-third of the poem tells of the history 
of Earth. It describes the most important characteris- 
tic for each age, so it is an easy way to learn geology. 
The rhyme of the poetry makes it easy to remember, 
too. CREATION tells how life evolved along with the 
geological ages. 

The plants with flowers made the scene this age, 

And spread its beauty o’er the land. 

The first of the true birds appeared on stage. 

And flew as its two wings had fanned. 

The beauty of the poem is its overall unity. It 
blends the studies of astronomy, geology, biology, 
and religion into an historical event. It gives a person 
a sense of security by anchoring him in a solid foun- 
dation of the history of the world, which is needed in 
these hectic times. It is a listening and learning experi- 
ence out of this world. 

CREATION is an answer for astronomers. 

A challenge for philosophers. 

An aid for students. 

A joy for poets. 

A must for scientists. 

A song for children.

"MYSTERIES OF MARS" 


... is the fourth in the series. It explores the riddles of the one astronomical 
object which has puzzled and fascinated man more than any other over the 
centuries . . . and the one which puzzles him still, despite the eventful dis- 
coveries of the Mariner IV probe. Hubert J. Bernhard, author and lecturer at 
the California Academy of Sciences’ Morrison Planetarium in San Francisco, 
examines the questions — and the controversies — surrounding Mars in this 
comprehensive recorded lecture. 

It was Galileo, he recalls, who made the first telescopic discovery about Mars 
in the 17th Century — the fact that the planet goes through certain limited 
phases, similar to those of the ncarly-full moon. 
Then, in 1659, Huyghens first sketched a "map” 
of Mars. In it, he showed the wedge-shaped 
area known as Syrtis Major — and the surface 
features of the planet have prompted endless 
speculation and argument ever since. 

Even the remarkable photographic evidence sup- 
plied by Mariner IV has not conclusively re- 
solved the question of their content or origin. 
It was in 1887 that Schiaparelli detected a series 
of faint lines criss-crossing the planet, and named 
HUBERT J. BERNHARD them, in Italian, "canali.” In Italian, the word 
means "channels,” but in the translation to English, the lines became known as 
"canals" — and here is the source of another controversy that raged over the 
years. Explanations have ranged from the definite descriptions of the "canals" by 
Percival Lowell as actual waterways, to their dismissal as mere optical illusions. 

But the major question man has asked about Mars concerns life itself. Docs it — 
can it — exist on the eerie surface of this planet of mysteries? The question is 
not academic. Mr. Bernhard cites the extensive research that has been conducted 
in search of an answer. Simulated Martian environments — so-called "Mars 
Jars" — have been constructed in the laboratory to test the ability of life forms 
to survive under such conditions. And certain soil bacteria not only survive — 
they thrive and multiply. 

Obviously, says Mr. Bernhard, simple forms of living things can exist under 
Martian conditions. But do they? There is no clear answer to the mystery. 

Someday we shall know, the lecturer concludes, but probably not until space 
probes make actual landings on the surface of Mars and radio back their findings 
— and possibly, not until men themselves have made the hazardous voyage, 
some time in the decades that lie ahead.

This two-record set of poetry reading is made up of 
500 rhymed quatrains. CREATION is set in old- 
fashioned poetry with rhyme, rhythm, and form; but 
is more than just poetry in that it tells a story how 
the universe was formed. It gives a unified cosmologi- 
cal theory, that is presented in a time framework. The 
listener is taken along in story fashion from the begin- 
ning of nebula to present time. 

It answers philosophical and scientific questions 
like: how matter was formed? what is light? how are 
stars formed? what is the shape of the universe? But 
mainly CREATION is presented in a way that shows 
how the universe evolves, so that the listener develops 
a picture how it unfolds, so he can fill in the details 
for himself. The story builds a picture without bur- 
dening a person down with a lot of isolated facts. 

It starts by describing how matter was formed, 
then it describes a nebula, and then stars; as in this 
quatrain. 

'Twas stars of red and blue and yellow, too; 

And some did shine so bright in white, 

And some did wink each week with a tattoo, 

A Cepheid that blinks its light. 

The systems of stars, galaxies, are described to 
show the overall unity of creation. It includes the 
religious reality by showing how God is a part of the 
creative process. The CREATION poem is presented 
in a time sequence with dates of important events, 
like this quatrain about our Sun. 

It was a fragment from our Nebula, 

So that was how our Sun was born. 

And so our Sun is just a granula 

From nebula that has been torn. 


The recent space probes have focused an interest 
on the planets in our solar system. The scientific data 
obtained by the space probes gave us more concrete 
information about the planets, but they have elimi- 
nated many theories on the origin of the solar system. 
There is now needed a theory that fits the new facts 
about the planets. The CREATION poem takes you 
back when the solar system was formed and step by 
step shows how it evolved. 

The final one-third of the poem tells of the history 
of Earth. It describes the most important characteris- 
tic for each age, so it is an easy way to learn geology. 
The rhyme of the poetry makes it easy to remember, 
too. CREATION tells how life evolved along with the 
geological ages. 

The plants with flowers made the scene this age, 

And spread its beauty o'er the land. 

The first of the true birds appeared on stage. 

And flew as its two wings had fanned. 

The beauty of the poem is its overall unity. It 
blends the studies of astronomy, geology, biology, 
and religion into an historical event. It gives a person 
a sense of security by anchoring him in a solid foun- 
dation of the history of the world, which is needed in 
these hectic times. It is a listening and learning experi- 
ence out of this world. 

CREATION is an answer for astronomers. 

A challenge for philosophers. 

An aid for students. 

A joy for poets. 

A must for scientists. 

A song for children. 

A light for theologians. 

A relaxation for laborers.

"MYSTERIES OF MARS" 

... is the fourth in the series. It explores the riddles of the one astronomical 
object which has puzzled and fascinated man more than any other over the 
centuries . . . and the one which puzzles him still, despite the eventful dis- 
coveries of the Mariner IV probe. Hubert J. Bernhard, author and lecturer at 
the California Academy of Sciences' Morrison Planetarium in San Francisco, 
examines the questions — and the controversies — surrounding Mars in this 
comprehensive recorded lecture. 

It was Galileo, he recalls, who made the first telescopic discovery about Mars 
in the 17th Century — the fact that the planet goes through certain limited 

phases, similar to those of the nearly-full moon. 
Then, in 1659, Huyghens first sketched a "map” 
of Mars. In it, he showed the wedge-shaped 
area known as Syrtis Major — and the surface 
features of the planet have prompted endless 
speculation and argument ever since. 

Even the remarkable photographic evidence sup- 
plied by Mariner IV has not conclusively re- 
solved the question of their content or origin. 
It was in 1887 that Schiaparelli detected a series 
of faint lines criss-crossing the planet, and named 
HUBERT J. BERNHARD them, in Italian, "canali.” In Italian, the word 
means "channels,” but in the translation to English, the lines became known as 
"canals” — and here is the source of another controversy that raged over the 
years. Explanations have ranged from the definite descriptions of the "canals” by 
Percival Lowell as actual waterways, to their dismissal as mere optical illusions. 

But the major question man has asked about Mars concerns life itself. Does it — 
can it — exist on the eerie surface of this planet of mysteries? The question is 
not academic. Mr. Bernhard cites the extensive research that has been conducted 
in search of an answer. Simulated Martian environments — so-called "Mars 
Jars” — have been constructed in the laboratory to test the ability of life forms 
to survive under such conditions. And certain soil bacteria not only survive — 
they thrive and multiply. 

Obviously, says Mr. Bernhard, simple forms of living things can exist under 
Martian conditions. But do they? There is no clear answer to the mystery. 

Someday we shall know, the lecturer concludes, but probably not until space 
probes make actual landings on the surface of Mars and radio back their findings 
- and possibly, not until men themselves have made the hazardous voyage, 
some time in the decades that lie ahead.
